We have discussed with Dr. E# S. Ryerson, the proposal 
of the Company to offer scholarships and medals to students 
in the Physical and Health Education Course, and find that 
Dr. Ryerson is quite in sympathy with the proposal, provid- 
ing that some latitude was given the University in determin- 
ing what constituted proficiency in Literature and Oral 
Expression. For instance, this year there are certain time- 
table difficulties which prevent the students taking full 
advantage of the optional course in English in the Third 
Year, but, for another year, the Curriculum Committee could 
make certain that the Curriculum would provide sufficient 
instruction in these subjects. It would not be feasible, 
at present, to expect students to take courses elsewhere in 
the University in order to meet the scholarship requirements. 

In Dr. Ryerson f s opinion, the scholarship amounts 
should be, respectively, $250.00, $150.00 and $100.00, in 
each Year. The basis on which the medals would be awarded 
in the Pinal Year seems quite satisfactory to him. 

If the Company would present its proposal much as 
outlined in the letter to Mrs. Robert Fennell, and leave 
to our representatives at the University the working out 
of the basis of award, there seems to be no reason why the 
proposal of the Company would not be acceptable. With 
the backing of men like Dr. Cody, Dean Brett and Professor 
Mc Andrew, over a period of time the Curriculum could be 
brought into line with the scholarship requirements. The 
Company might wish to nominate a fourth representative, ~ 
Dr. W. J. Dunlop, Head of the Department of University 
Extension and Publicity, because of his wide experience in 
the Extension Department, particularly with regard to 
Courses in Public Speaking. -
